Red Cross Dies in Her 
Maryland. Home. 


WORLD FIELD OF LABOR.

Washington. D. C., April 12.— Miss Clara 
Barton, founder of the American Red Cross, 
died at her home, Red Cross, in Gien Echo, 
Md., this morning. Sh¢ was 00 years old. 
Miss Barton suffe an attack of pneu- 
monia ih February, 1911, had a relapse ‘and 


summer, as usual, to her old homein Oxford, 
Mass., and returned to Glen Echo in feeble 
health last autumn, but her bright mind 
was undimmed almost to the last. With 
her when the end came were her nephew, Ste- 
phen Barton of Boston, and Dr. J. B. Hub- 
bell. 

The great regret of Miss Barton's last 
months was that her enfeebled condition 
made it necessary for her to suspend work 
on her autobiography. 


Work Extended Over World. 

Clara Barton might properly be called the 
Florence Nightingale of America. Like her 
British prototype, her works of mercy were 
not confined to her native land. She will be 
written down in history as the founder of 
the Red Cross in America, but her powerful 
personality also madean indelible impression 
upon the international organization itself, 
through her active participation in the con- 
ferences at Geneva, Carleruhe, Rome, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg. 

Miss ton was 40 years of age when she 
fret turned her attention to the works of 
humanity which have made her name 
famous. Her experience asa school teacher 
and the organizer of public school systems 
in New Jersey gave her the experience in 
executive work which made her a command- 
ing figure in the direction of Red Cross 
affairs. 

That organization was established in Amer- 
ica in 1881, and Miss Barton was its presi- 
dent from that date until 1904. Before that 
time she had made a name for herself by 
her services on battiefields, beginning in the 
civil war and extending through the Franco- 
Prussian war. Congress recognised her good 
offices in the first case by an appropriation 
of $15,000 to be disbursed by her in search- 
ing for missing men after the various great 
battles of the war. 


Relief Work During Peace. . 
Miss Barton's work became more extended 
with the organization of the American Red 
Cross and covered the new field of catastro- 
phes in time ot peace. She distributed relief 
to the sufferers from the Johnstown flood 
and went to Russia in 1892 to carry food to 
the famine sufferers there. 


to the destitute survivors of the tidal wave 
which struck South Carolina and Florida. 
In 1896 she was aiding the Armenian families 
decimated by the Turks, and when yellow 
fever appeared among the American troops 
in Cuba it was Clara Barten who organized 
field hospitals.

In 1904 the Red Cross was reorganized, 
President (then Secretary) Taft being chosen 
as president, and Miss Barton retired from 
active connection with the organization.

Talks on Open Air Soheots. 

Among the speakers were Mrs. Cyrus H. 
McCormick Jr., Mr. McCormitk, Sherman 
Kingsley, Edward H. De Groot, and Miss 
Gertrude D. English. Mrs. McCormick spoke 
on the subject of the open air schools. 
“The success of the open air schools since 
the first one was opened in Chicago has 
caused the demand for others, she said. 
It is a pity there are only four stich schools 
in Chicago now and that a child has to be 
sick to be really well taken care Of in school. 

People have learned it is no longer neces-, 
sary for those ‘suffering with tuberculosis to 
seek a new clirhate. What they need is fresh 
air and we have a good deal of that in Chi- 
cago. By using some of.it the children are 
not only being educated, but they are gaining 
new health and strength at the same time. 


Predicts Extension of Idea, 

I believe in the future all the schools will 
be either open air or open. window schools. 
I believe the board of education will take up 
the movement and make the open air schools 
a part of the regular school system, so that 
every child may be assured of health and 
education.“ 

Mr. De Groot warned the mothers against 
letting thelr children take too much passive 
recreation and not sufficient strenuous exer- 
cise. 


“Going to school is a passive occupation,” 
he asserted, and the thing needed when 
school is over is outdoor exercise. In the 
old days the boy could use his tools and his 
imagination in his play. Now he buys recre- 
ation for 5 or 10 cents. More than 40,000 
school children a day attend moving picture 
shows in Chicago. It is passive recreation. 
It is a strain on the eyes. The coe 
usually’ is extremély poor. 


Leads. to the Dance Hall., 
he larger children go to the amusement 
parke, where machinery pulls the car of the 
roller coaster to the top and gravity does all 
the rest. Before boys had to bull their own 
contrivances and then walk up the hill de- 
fore they could ride down. 

The sort of passive play leads to worse 
things, the evil dance hall, at which there are 
over 60,000 people every night not yet 18 
yeara old. The art of dancing has deterior- 
ated. Now there ia nothing but the welts 
and the two-step, comparatively passive to 
the od time dances. It is because of this 
sort of recreation that boys and girle wdke 
up in the morning in ugly tempers, unwiil- 
ing to work, and incepable of doing good 
work. 

“In my day, every boy red in his own 
separate home, with ite big front and back 
yard. Now we have to maintain parks and 
playgrounds to take the place of the back 
yard. Delinquency ie on the increase in Chi- 
cago, but in the neighborhood of public play- 
grounds it has decreased 17 per cent. But 
we have not yet sauched the possibilities in 
playgrounds.”

William Lorimer retires from active par- 
ticipation in the Cook county Republican or- 
ganization as a result of Tuesday’s primaries.

Some Questions Answered. 


BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 
RS. C. B. H. asks why her roses fail to 
open each spring. The buds develop, 
but just at the time when they ought 
‘to expand their outside petals wither 
and seem to become glued down, thus 
preventing the flower from opening. 

Probably the bushes lack vitality. I would 
advise manuring them heavily this spring. Use 
barnyard manure if possible, and use it lib- 
erally; working it into the soil about the roots 
of the plants. Then go over each bush and cut 
out all weak wood, It may be well to shorten 
all the branches from a third to a half. The 
rose is a great eater, and unless it can have 
plenty of rich food it often fails to give satis- 
faction. You will not get many flowers this 
season, very likely, after following this advice, 
‘but the plants will be storing up strength for 
another season, and a treatment of this kind 
will result in new and vigorous life which 
doubtless will give you fine flowers after a i: 
little. If barnyard manure is not ‘obtainable, 
use bone meal. 

Mrs. W. H. H. has trouble with her asters. 
Most of their blossoms are dwarfed, and of a 
poor, dirty color. They seem diseased. Plant 
them in a new place this coming season. If you 
have or can get wood ashes, scatter them freely 
about the young. plants, and work them into 
the soil. I would not advise the use of barn- 
yard manure on this plant. Bone meal will be 
less likely to encourage diseased conditions. 
If you set your plants in .beds where asters 
already have proved faliures, the chances are 
that they will be diseased, as the germs of 
the trouble seem to remain in the soil from 
year to year.

Mow the suckers off as | 
regularly as you mow the lawn, 

Miss M. F. complains that her sweet peas fat! 
nearly every season. The leaves on the lower 
part of the vine turn white and behave as if 
some insect were at work on them, but she 
can find none. Gradually the entire plant is 
affected, and ultimately dies. I suspect red 
spider as the cause of the trouble told of. This 

is. pretty sure to do great harm in the 
garden in dry, hot weather. The only thing 
that will rout it is water. As soon as you 
notice a leaf turning white begin the use of 
‘the’ sprayer. Spray the plants every night, 
being careful to throw the Water up against” 
‘the: under side of the foliage. The spider will 
not stay where there is much moisture. Treu 
will notice that no plants are attacked by it 
when the season happens to be a rainy one.

Economical Housekeeping 
The Crayfish. 

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

EW ORLEANS, La., April 12.—If an epi- 
cure wishes to get the crayfish at its 
very finest he should certainly come to 
this city, where it is ever popular and 
always the subject of enthusiasm. It 

appears at the finest banquets and is eaten in 
the humblest huts, for anybody can go crayfish- 
ing, it would seem, and be sure of making a 
good catch. 

You will hardly have to go around the corner, 
unless you are in a very exclusive residential 
district, in order to buy a crayfish net; but 
from what I have seen of the business I should 
‘Judge that hip high rubber boots were as neces- 
sary as the net. 

I am too little acquainted with the: crayfish 
ot the north and. west and this of the south 
to compare them. do know that the crayfish 
of Wisconsin are sold in Chicago fish markets; 
that the crayfish of Missouri often ruin farms; 
that the crayfish of Kansas (called crawdads 
by the children), as of all prairie country, seem 
to be made rather for the pleasure of the emall 
boy than to eat—at any rate is not commonly 
eaten.

The crayfish of Louisiana love to build wells 
above the soll, which are often a foot high and 
ta or three feet in circumference, All these 
facta, plus my experience in eating crayfish 
here, have made rie regard this miniature lob-_ 
ster as something very interesting indeed. 

Although I. have a recipe for a “crayfish 
for purifying the blood,” I have my doubts 
about this fish being very wholesome. It fs 
certainly not any too easy to digest. The recipe 
in question ends with the statement: “ It should 
be taken fasting to insure the best effects.” 

As -a relish, the crayfish is certainly fas- 
cinating. This is a great favorite in New 
Orleans, and over the ofmyfish bisque any Creole 
easily grows enthusiastic, but will tell you -that 
it is a right art task to prepare the heads. 

This bisque has probably never, until - this 
present month, been subjected to a scientific 
presentation. One of the members of Miss 
Boyer’s Class at Newcomb college, who has 
been born and bred in the belief that it is one 
of the greatest of soups, has worked out its 
value in calories. This was no small task, since 
all tradition is in favor of taking a handful of 
this, some of that, and no fixed quantity of any- 
thing—eye measurement always.

A German Program at 


the Thomas Matinee. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
B RILLIANT qualities of interpretative 


and executive art were expended by 

Mr. Stock and the Thomas orchestra 

upon a curiously assorted program 

at yesterday's matinée. It began 
jovially with the “Academic Festival "’ over- 
ture of Brahms, dropped at once into the 
tedious impotence of Schumann's second 
symphony, and ended with a wonderfully. 
complete and effective reading of Richard 
Strauss’ daring piece of self portraiture en- 
titled A Hero's Lite.“ 

In each of these works there was occasion 
to display the orchestra's virtuosity, and 
each in its way represents a typical aspect 
of German music, despite the antagonism 
of the ideals advanced by Schumann and 
Brahms on the one hand and Strauss on the 
other, so Mr. Stock can support his selec- 
tion by any number of perfectly valid argu- 
ments. Nevertheless, there were many mo- 
ments of weariness to one who is unable 
to discover a deep sympathy for those ex- 
amples of German music that most con- 
spicuously glorify national traits of char- 
acter. 

The sturdy, good natured spirit of the 
Brahms overture jt is possible for all to ad- 
mire, and its masterly workmanship affords 
abundant interest of a technical nature for 
those who are attracted by the more me- 
chanical aspects of the art. The musical his- 
torian also could find pleasure in tracing’ the 


successful development by Brahms of the 


same tendencies which Schumann was able 
only to foreshadow. Thus the introduction 
to the first movement of the symphony might 
well have been written by Brahms, whose 


music likewise is not strange to the whim- 


sical humor reflected by Schumann in the 
scherzo, or the tender vein of sentiment 
rather uncertainly set forth by the adagio. 

But Brahms would never have fallen into 
the sad technical mistakes that deprive the 
first and last movements of significance, 
though he frequently concerned himself with 
ideas of no greater intrinsic beauty. The 
performance of the symphony brought much 
honor to those hard working gentlemen who 
sit at the desks of the violins and violas, who 
accomplished wonders of interpretatiVe cun- 
ning with Schumann's unbeautiful tremolo 
figures and who read the springhtly melody 
of the scherzo with much refinement. 

Admirable as were the Schumann and 
Brahms readings, the Strauss symphonic 
poem discovered Mr. Stock in his most con- 
genial environment. Orchestral complica- 
tions, tmposing climaxes, daring contrasts, 
glaring dissonances, and an abundance of 
sensuous beauty such as the foremost disci- 
ple of Franz Liszt loves to assemble in his 
acores always stimulate Mr. Stock. If he 
refused to lessen the empty bombast of the 
themes designed by the composer to repre- 
sent his hero—or, as his enemies say, himself 
—the conductor seemed to take especial de- 
light in defining with remarkable lightness, 
precision, and variety of nuance the mocking, 
cacophonous polyphony which the explana- 
tory notes impute to the hero’s enemies. 
For the sensuous beauties associated with 
the sentimental interest of the composition 
Mr. Stock discovered unsuspected elements of 
sympathy, while Mr. Lets read the difficult 
violin solo with far more expressiveness of 
tone than he is wont to display.

DEFIES AMERICA 


Orozco Says Consul at Chihua- 
hua Will Not Be Recog- 
‘nized by Him. 


| HOLDS UP OFFICIAL MAIL. 


Execution of Citizen of This 
Country Adds to Cause 
of Dispute. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, April 12.—United States 
Consul Marion Letcher, stationed here, is not 
the American consul, as far ae Gen. Pascual 
Orozco, commander in chief of the rebel 
army, is concerned. 

Gen. Orozco made this statement today. 
He declared that inasmuch ae the United 
States government does not recognize the 
belligerency of the Liberals the latter cannot 
recognize, Letcher in his official capacity. 

The official ostraciem inchudes also James 
I. Long, the United States consular agent 
at Parral. A series of incidents have led 
to-the climax.. 

Less than a week ago. a rebel bend -went 

through the Mexican Central train bound 
from Chihuahua to Juarez and seized letters 
and documents carried by passengers, among 
the matter seized being considerable of con- 
sular matters, addressed to the state depart- 
ment at Washington. 
Mr. Letcher protested in no uncertain lan- 
guage to Orozco against this act. There 
were several exchanges over the matter, 
until finally the Liberal leader informed the 
congul that the lettere had been seized be- 
cause either they were stamped with Amer- 
ican stamps or not stamped at all. 

Another incident which increased the ten- 
sion was the execution of Thomas Fountain, 
an American soldier fighting under the lead- 
ership of Gen. Pancho Villa at Perral.

The committee’s report, which will be read 
at the annual meeting next Monday, says 
nothing was found to. wérrant the state- 
ments that a condition of slavery existed 
within the mills.

A good many men may have learned 
Tuesday that direct primaries are not auto- 
matic. When an election judge hands a 
voter a ballot he hands him a means of 
using his common sense and intelligence.

COLD WALLS. 
NE of Browning's poems, called 
„House, tells of a home with the 
front wall cut off, and how the 
wayfarers gazed in at the roonis. 
While the walle of a house may 
keep you and me out, or even from look- 


ing in. 

When the temperature of the outside 
air is thirty-two degrees lower than that 
of the inside, an ordinary brick wall will 


every square yard of wall. It a hard 
north wind is blowing against the wall, 
the leakage will be much greater. When 
the wind is blowing twenty-four miles an 
hour, a crack of one-sixteenth of an inch 
around a window sash will leak 402 cubic 
feet an hour. 

These rough = teach. us that air 
leakage through walls and around win- 
dows ate things which we must think 
about in selecting a house. They tell us 
that on account of the cold air leaking 
into the rooms the occupants may mistake 
the coldness for fresh air and not keep 
the rooms properly ventilated.

Improperly ventilated rooms, especially 
when they are furnace bea ted. or with a 
gas or oil stove, where there is no proper 
provision for carrying away the product 
of combustion, mean ofttimes that the sir 
in these rooms is charged with poisonous 
gases, poisoneus products of respiration, 
and disease producing germs. This means 
that you may. expect to find. qa chronic 
condition of low vitality, neve by such 
winter diseases as pneumonia, tonsilitis, 
diphtheria, and smallpox.

MALARIA EASY TO CURE. 

Mrs. B. P. writes: We now know, I de- 
lieve, where malarlal fever comes from, but I 
wish to ask if there is any cure forit. Can 
the fever ever be entirely eradicated and if 
so by what meane? ‘Will medicine, anti- 
toxin injéction, diet, or climate affect the 
disease when it has a hold? Will life out of 
doors help it?“ 

REPLY. 

Generally speaking, malaria ig the moet curable, 
of all diseases. Unless the patient is being rein- 
fected by mosquitoes, the disease gets well spon- 
taneously. A few doses of quinine given while 
the parasite is in the growing stage and repeated 
for three Gays are generally all that is necessary, 
if mosquitoes are barred out. 

Occasionally, as Craig of the army has shown, 
malarial organisme get in the spleen and bone 
marrow and lie latent for some time. Iron, areenic, 
and quinine nearly always suffice for these.

It is not so much the 
story she has to tell as the way in which 
she tells it that wins to her countless ad- 
mirers. She is beyond Question one of that 
esteemed company of American humoriste— 
a company in which few women have ven- 
tured to intrude. “Mrs, Wiggs of the Cab- 
bage Patch secured her creatreas the right 
tc be numbered with that throng; Carolyn 
Wells is not forbidden entrance: Edna Fer- 
ber may yet sit among the elect, and un- 
deniably this extravagant admirer of the 
amusing, Mrs. Harries, should be privileged to 
enjoy the best that is offered to good humor- 
ists.

Not in many years have the reports on winter 
wheat at this season of the year been so sensa- 
tionally bullish as at present. Even in the green 
buy year of 1907 the reports were not eo bad. 
While the majority of the complaints are from 
the soft winter wheat states, and pertain prin- 
cipally to the late sown wheat, Kansas and Ne- 
braska advices were unfavorable yesterday, es- 
pecially the reports from the eastern half of 
Nebraske. In the soft wheat states winter killing 
in many sections. has practically wiped out the 
erop, it is claimed. Jobn Barrett was back from 
a trip in central Tlinols, and stated that the 
reporte being sent in were not exaggerated. While 
the meadows and pastures have started to green 
up, the wheat fields in many ¢ases are absolutely 
bare, and show no signs of life. Nearly all the 
commission houses were flooded with damage 
reports, coming from central Nebraska all the 
way to Ohio. J. W. Burk of.Springfield, O., ex- 
president of the Millers’ National federation, was 
here yesterday, and stated that in all his experi- 
ence he had never seen such a poor prospect for 
winter wheat, and said the conditions in Ohio 
were duplicated by those in Indiana and Ohio.
